Basis for Payment. 

“The loan is made on the basis 
of low middling seven-eighths cotton, 
because that was the basis fixed for 
loans last year. In the case of the 
bounty, or adjustment. payment, the 
basis is middling seven-eighths cot- 
ton because quotations on the 10 des- 
ignated spagf market are based upon 
middling seven-eighths cotton. . 

“If a farmer produces extra staple 
cotton or has cotton of a grade bet- 
ter than middling seven-eighths, he 
will receive a premium from the buyer 
who purchases his cotton. If he sold 
yesterday the adjustment payment he 
receives will be 1.42 cents per pound 
in addition to the premium that he 
receives because of the superior grade 
of his cotton. In other words, even 
though he received yesterday, because 
of the superior grade of his cotton, 
a price in excess of 10.58 cents, he 
will receive an adjustment payment 
equal to the difference between 
10:58 and 12 cents. 

“On the other hand, the man who 
yesterday sold cotton grading lower 
than middling seven-eights will, . of 
course, receive less from the buyer 
than the price of middling seven- 
eighths. The bounty of , per 
pound, however, will be added to what- 
ever price he received for his cotton. 


No Allotment Limit. 


“The farmer can borrow 10 cents 
per pound upon all of the cotton he 
produces, regardless of the Bankhead 
allotment. 

“However, he cannot receive the 
bounty or adjustment payment except 
upon his actual production not ex- 
ceeding the Bankhead allotment. The 
loan is made upon all cotton in order 
to encourage the orderly marketing of 
the crop. The bounty could not be 
paid upon cototn which is in excess 
of the Bankhead allotment, because 
it would encourage violation of the 
curtailment program. 

‘At the time the farmer makes his 
claim for an adjustment payment, he 
must agree to co-operate in the cur- 
tailment program of next year. State- 
ments that there will be a 50 per cent 
reduction are unfounded. There has 
been no determination of what that 
program will be and there will be no 
determination until there is clearer 
information as to the size of this crop 
and as to the demands for the crop. 


Funds Available. 


“The money to make possible these 
adjustment payments to cotton grow- 
ers will come from the fund authorize 
ed by the recent legislation setting 
aside one-third of the tariff revenues 
to encourage the marketing and ex- 
portation of agricultural products.

NEW YORK, Aug. 30.—(/)—Dr. 
Erasmus M. Hudson, fingerprint ex- 
pert who figured prominently in the 
Lindbergh kidnaping case, said today 
that the fingerprints of the Lind- 
bergh baby could not be compared 
with those of the body identified as 
that of the child because “the hands 
were missing from the body.” . 

According to the autopsy report 
which Dr. Charles H. Mitchell;*Mer- 
cer county physician, hand New 
Jersey state police, the left hand and 
right forearm were missing from the 
body of the child which Colonel 
Charles Lindbergh identified as his 


on.

The undersea boats will concentrate 
at Port Augusta, Sicily. Their opera- 
tions will be supplemented by numer- 
ous war planes ordered to concentrate 
at various Sicilian airdromes. 

Meanwhile the war office ordered 
hasty emplacement of coast artillery 
batteries at strategic positions on the 
Italian seacoast.

SKY RIDE TOWER 
IS MELTED DOWN 


100,000 Witness Last Spec- 
tacle of 1933-34 World’s 


Fair. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 30.—(/)—A crowd 
estimated at 100,000 witnessed the 
last spectacle of the 1933-1934 Wopld 
Fair today—the crash of the last sky 
ride tower. 

With scientific precision the 628- 
foot steel structure weighing 1,500 
tons, was felled on the fairgrounds’ 
northerly isle without any of the in- 
cidental damage which marked the 
tumbling of its mate some months ago. 

There was a vivid yellow flare as 
Rufus C. Dawes, president of the 
Century of Progress Exposition, threw 
an electric switch on a platform on 
the mainland which ignited a chemi- 
ical compound generating an intense 
5,000-degree heat at the north legs 
of the monster. 

The heat quickly melted its pins to 
send the tower toppling slowly in a 
cloud of thick gray smoke. 

Spectators, kept at a distance of 
1,000 feet from the danger area saw 
the steel.mass dig into the ground. 
Then, after what seemed a noticeable 
lapse, there came a roar across the 
lagoon and the ground trembled slight- 
wly at the concussion.

SOON AFTER START 

LOS ANGELES. Aug. 30.—(/)— 
The start of the Bendix transconti- 
nental air race brought swift death 
today to Cecil A. Allen, tall Cali- 
fornia flyer. 

Less than two minutes after Allen 
sent his snub-nosed monoplane on its 
way toward Cleveland from Union air 
terminal he crashed in a potato fieid 
two miles west of the airport. He was 
killed instantly. 

The once sleek red and white low- 
winged Geebee speedster “Spirit of 
Right” was strewn over the sandy soil, 
a jumbled mass of wreckage. Allen’s 
lifeless body was found pinned in the 
cramped cockpit. 

Only two persons saw the tragedy.’ 
The plane, flying low through the 
morning mist, struck the field, rolled 
over and was enveloped in a cloud of 
dust. 

The 33-year-old flyer had shut off 
the ignition, preventing a blaze.

Then the 550-horsepower Wesp 
motor cut out. The right wing dipped,

Progress of Bidding. 


One of the most difficult problems 
in the game of contract bridge is to 
decide when to refuse to allow part- 
ner’s penalty double to stand. This is 
difficult enough in ordinary hands, 
but when a part-score has further 
complicated the early bidding, the di- 
lemma is intensified. 

In today’s hand the progress of the 
bidding, including his own contribu- 
tion, warned North he could not let 
his partner‘’s penalty double stand. 
When it became East’s turn to make 
a similar decision, he lacked the cour- 
age of his convictions and gave South 
the opportunity to play a doubled con- 
tract which his own hand promised 
little hope of defeating.

APOE SESS 
$120,000UNPAD TAXES 


Justice Department Expert 
Says U. S. May Recover 
From Syndicate. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 30.—(>)— 
Al Capone, Chicago’s scar-faced beer 
baron, and 14 of his gangster cronies 
today were billed for $120,000 in un- 
paid tax assessments on illegal booze. 

The assessment was another step in 
the Justice Department’s  fund-col- 
lecting drive against men charged with 
reaping large profits in the days be- 
fore repeal. 

Others assessed previously included 
(Wacey Gordon) Wexler, Max Hess- 
ler and Morris Greenberg, of New 
York, and Heine Wainer, of Wiscon- 
sin, who is reputed to have battled 
Capone’s “muscling in” along’ the 
north shore and in the Wisconsin 
resort district. 

The assessment today against Ca- 
pone—now in Alcatraz prison—and 
other alleged members of his Chi- 
cago-Cicero, Ill., syndicate, was sent 
to the treasury for collection by 
Joseph Lawrence, administrator of the 
Justice Department’s unit of taxes and 
penalties, 

Lawrence’s unit, which has assessed 
about $5,000,000 in taxes on illegal 
liquor in the past year, devotes a 
major portion of its time to unset- 
tled accounts of prohibition violators. 

Al Capone’s lawyer, Michael J. 
Ahearn, said in Chicago that Capone, 
now serving an ll-year sentence for 
income tax evasion, is ‘‘supposed to be 
broke.” 


But Lawrence retorted that the gov- 
ernment is free to collect the entire 
tax from any one of the syndicate 
who has money. Tax authorities have 
the right to seize the property of those 
who refuse to pay.

A no-bill was returned in a lottery 
case. Two persons were charged with 
selling chances on an automobile but 
the grand jury decided theirs was not 
an indictable offense.

Then, too, 
many traders stood on the sidelines in 
anticipation of next week’s private 
crop forecasts. 

Wheat was easy throughout’ the 
day, closing 1-4 to 1-2 cent below the 
previous finish, December 885-8 to 
88 3-4, while corn was 1-8 to 1-2 
higher, December 57 to 571-8. Oats 
lost 1-8 to 1-2, rye 7-8 to 11-8, and 
barley was 2 cents down to 1-2 up. 

Cash interests were credited with 
bidding up September corn a cent 
above the previous close at one time. 
The new crop months firmed in sym- 
pathy, reflecting, too, fears of frost.

“Retailers already have accumulated 
substantial inventories and now are 
awaiting the test of consumer buying 
before making additions to their 
previous commitments... . 

“There were no developments dur- 
ing the week to alter pereeptibly the 
average of industrial operations, which

Texan Predicts Reduction 


Through Operation of 
Utility Measure. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 30.—(2)— 
Lower bills for the country’s elec 
tricity users as a result of the utility 
control law were predicted tonight by 
Chairman Rayburn, democrat, Texas, 
of the house interstate commerce com« 
mittee. 

Rayburn, who guided the contro< 
versial legislation through a critical 
house, contended in a radio speech 
that the statute would help the ins

He disputed the claims of those whd 
have indicated they would challenge 
the act’s constitutionality and assert- 
ed if it should be held invalid the 
utility holding companies might as 
well figure on being taxed “out of 
existence,” 

“I venture to predict,” Rayburn 
said, “that as a result of the power 
commission's rate survey and of this 
legislation, very substantial rate re 
ductions will occur in the future. 

“It was a battle against the bige 
gest and boldest, the richest and most 
ang lobby congress has ever 

known,” he said of the pre-enactment 


Might. “That lobby was a professional, 


mercenary army long trained in what 
it was paid to do. It was the mobiliza- 
tion against congress and the Presi- 
dent of contingents which the utility 
interests have “kept under arms for 
many years in every state legislature. 

“One result of our victory, I hope, 
may be the permanent destruction of 
the lobby.” 

He cited the law’s ban against po- 
litical contributions and its require< 
ment for the registration of utility 
representatives in Washington. He 
suggested that “the good work of the 
lobby investigation, which will be cons 
tinued into the next session of cons 
gress, out to do the rest. 

“Some die-hards among the utilities 
are boasting that they will defy the 
act and have it nullified as uncon< 
stitutional,” Rayburn said. “But 
don’t be deceived. The act was ree 
viewed by the best legal talent avail« 
able to the government: it has been 
declared constitutional by so great a 
constitutionalist as Senator Borahs 
and it is constitutional.”
